I looked at all this building and 
all this stuff coming in here and I 
made up my mind it was waste- 
ful. I just decided that what- 
ever it is the government is go- 
ing to make here could be bought 
cheaper if they went and bought 
it on the markct.” 

So, he quit and went back to 
his cabin in the hills and there 
is no second chapter to tell us 
what he thought when he heard 
that the atomic bomb was 
dropped on the Japanese to end 
that war and save many thou- 
sands of ‘American lives. 


Awe 

But, his concern’ with the size 
of things can be imagined. It is 
difficult to comprehend even 
when one looks at it, and drives 
about, seeing the huge buildings, 
the electromagnetic machinery of 
intricate design, the forests of it 
in the gaseous diffusion plant, 
and the mysterious lead walls 
and doors. It is the more awe- 
some when one considers that 
none of this materiel—the acres 
of specially designed -buildings, 
tools, machines, retorts, chemical 
techniques, processes, and ma- 
chines—had ever before existed. 
All of it came from the mind 
of man. 

It was a Gargantuan, staggering 
task. Once, when it was well 
along, an almost hysterical scien- 
tist suggested it be called off, as 
it was not really possible to split 
an atom and harness its released 
force in a controlled bomb. 

Peak employment was more 
than 100,000 men and women. 
Steel workets came from the 
smoking mills of Pittsburgh. 
Woodworkers came from the fur- 
niture centers of the nation. De- 
troit sent thousands of machin- 
ists, tool and diemakers. TVA 
supplied electrical experts, as did 
the great companies in that field. 
Laborers, clerks, auditors, ac- 
countants and all the thousands 
of office workers came from every 
state in the union. The scientists, 
too. were from the great univer- 
sities of this country and the 
world. 

Figures enable the mind to 
grasp some of the story. 

The cost of building the town 
of Oak Ridge alone was $96,000,- 
000. In the space of a few months 
there was created here the fifth 
largest city in a big state. 

There are here 1,175 miles of 
piping—water lines, oil lines, 
vacuum piping, chemical lines. 
Nine miles of the piping is glass. 
In one plant alone, the electro- 
magnetic, a quarter million 
valves were installed. 


Magnets 


Huge magnets, 90 times as 
powerful as any ever built be- 
fore, had to be designed and con- 
structed. They contained thou- 
sands of tons of steel. They were 
powerful enough to pull tools 
from the hands of those who 
walked by with too loose a grip 
and made walking difficult for 
those with nails in their shoes. 


Leakproof pumps had to be 


conceived and built which would 
operate at speeds greater than 
that of sound. The work done on 
creating these pumps, research, 
models tested, and production, 
represented 
by an army of engineers and de- 
signers. This is the equivalent of 
one engineer working every day 
for about 100 years. 

The welding figures are fabu- 
lous—400 miles of arc welding, 
atomic hydrogen welding, 100 
miles: airtight welding on en- 
closures, another 100 miles. 

There are 3,800 miles of elec- 
trical conductors and 825 miles 
of electrical conduits at Oak 
Ridge, and 4,000,000 feet of cop- 


per tubing and 3,000,000 feet of | 


copper wire. 


Enough lumber was used to | 


build 7,389 average-sized houses, 


enough for a town of 23,000. The | 


gaseous diffusion plant alone 
used up 350,000 cubic yards of 
concrete, which would be a solid 


block of concrete 105 feet high © 
and as long as an average city | 
block. The steel in this one plant | 


would have built a railroad line 
303 miles long. 

These are game of the figures 
which help tell the story of Oak 
Ridge which breaks down the 

ordinary usage of language and 
wears out the most extravagant 
of adjectjves. 

It is a big plant, a big story, 
and it is an American story of 
mind and muscle working to- 
gether in a great cause—one that 
continues in the service of hu- 
manity, peace and national pro- 
tection.

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Atomic Pile 
To Be Part 
Of H-Plant 


Fact Revealed 
At Oak Ridge

OAK RIDGE. Tenn. Aug. 13~ 
A huge atomic “nile” will be part 
of the big H-Bomb plant now -un- 
der construction on the Savanna 
River near Augusta, an atomic 
scientist revealed here Monday. 

The disclosure was made by Dr. 
William G. Pollard, first instruc- 
tor in a two-day seminar being 
conducted here for the benefit of 
120 Squthern newspapermen. The 
course is designed to help them in 
writing stories dealing with nu- 
clear science. 

Executive Director of the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Stud- 
ies, Dr. Pollard gave the first in- 
dication of just what would com- 
prise the H-Bomb plant. 


LARGER REACTOR 


Dr. Pollard, in discussing the 
reactor pile at Oak Ridge, said 
that an atomic pile is what is 
Leing constructed at the Savan- 
nah River plant. 

No mention was made of other 
possible construction that might 
go up at the H-Bomb plant, but 
the atomic pile or reactor will be 
part of the facilities. 


The atomic pile, or reactor, will 


be similar. to the reactor at Oak 
Ridge, but obviously much larger. 
Atomic piles, in reality tremend- 
ous furnaces, produce plutonium. 
Plutonium, under certain condi- 
tions, has the properties of fis- 
sion, or breaking up, with release 
of great amounts of energy. This 
is the same quality possessed by 
Uranium 235. 

It is known that the H-Bomb 
was made possible by the. A- 
Bomb, since the tremendous 
amount of heat generated by the

SEATTLE, Aug. 13—(AP)—A roaring, four-engined B-50 
bomber went suddenly out of control after a takeoff from 
Boeing Field Monday and smashed into a three-story hillside 
apartment house, bringing flaming death to more than 11 


‘Carrying’ 3,500 galions of gaso- 
line and 300 gallons of oil, the 
mammoth plane caught fire as she 
hit.and turned a third of the 200- 
foot long building into a raging 
furnace. 

There were 49 apartments and 
67 tenants. How many actually 
died may not be known for hours. 
Six men, three of them Boing Air- 
plane Company test personnel, 
were aboard the plane. 

Fire Batallion Chief R. B. Rogers 
said 11 bodies had been recovered 
and a tenth was being removed 
from the mass of twisted steel, 
tangled bedsprings and charred 
wood that marked the smoulder- 
ing death scene. He said other 
bodies had been sighted but he 
could not estimate the number. 

Twice explosions drove workers 
away. An hour after the crash a 
fuel tank blew up and in another 
hour an unexplained gas explosion 
forced the men back. 

The Boeing men were identified 
as Kenneth C. Barrick, 36; Earl 
H. Edwards, 35, and Delon § P. 
Turner, 33, all of Seattle. The body 
of a woman was identified as that 
of Mrs. Evelyn Mcabeo, 25, and 
that of a man as Martin P.

TOKYO, Tuesday, Aug. 14— 
(U.P)—Communist troops launched 
a series of sharp probing attacks 
across the Korean front early 
/Tuesday and the efforts cost them 
‘heavy losses. It was the fourth 
‘day of enemy attacks. 

A dispatch from Eighth Army 
headquarters said the main fight- 
ing was in the area south of Kum- 
song and north of Yanggu “with 
the Communists taking a wuch 
greater beating than the United 
Nations.” 

The early morning attacks were 
a continuation of the series begun 
Monday by the Communists, They 
attacked 12 times along a 40-mile 
front in central Korea and Allied 
‘troops beat back 11 of them. 

Three probing attacks were 
thrown against UN lines south of 
Kumsong during the night and all 
three were hurled back.

Martin, who is also associate 
editor of the Saturday Evening 


Post, told the Atlanta Rotary Club 
that this was merely a guess on 
his part and did not come from 
official sources. 

He reiterated, however, that one 


of the bloodiest battles in history 
will follow if peace negotiations 
break down. He said, too, there 
will be more Koreas in which this 
country and other free countries 
of the world will be tested by the 
Soviets. 

Martin said he sees no clear-cut 
victorv for either side in the 
present war. He described the 
situation as a “stalemate” in which 
the Reds know they cannot break 
the Eighth Army without addi- 
tional help from the Soviet and 
we are unable to drive to the 
Yalu without almost trippling our 
forces. 

But, he said, present bogged- 
down peace negotiations will soon 
bring a cease-fire order. He be- 
lieves the Communists are looking 
for a way to save face and justify 
their tremendous losses. 

Martin said the use of an atomic 
bomb in Korea such as the one 
used on Japan would be unwise 
because there are no good targets, 
and it would have a bad propa- 
ganda effect on the people of Asia.

Congress Aim 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13—(/)— 
Democratic leaders began talking 
Monday about Congress going 
home in October. But it may be 
wishful thinking in the August 
heat. 

There's still a mountain of work 
to be moved if Congress even 
makes a dent in the huge pile of 
bills introduced since Jan. 1. 

To date, a total of 7,130 meas- 
ures has been offered—5,130 in 
the House and 2,000 in the Senate. 
Only 115 of them have become 
law—that is passed by both Houses 
and approved by the President. 

Senate Democratic leader Mc- 
Farland (Ariz.) told reporters 
after a White House conference 
with President Truman and top 
party leaders he hopes to close 
shop on Oct. 1. 

That would indicate the great 
bulk of the bills now pending will 
be left for the second session of 
the 82nd Congress next year—the 
big political year. 

House Speaker Rayburn (Dem.. 
Texas) wasn’t as optimistic as Me- 
Farland. He said he had “no idea” 
when Congress would be able to 
quit work. He added he hopes the 
House will be in a position late 
next week to start a 10-day re- }

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‘The Commies and a Cease-Fire 


Whatever happens at Kaesong, this 
country and the United Nations will not 
back down on the insistence that the truce 
zone be established along present battle 
lines. 

Should the Communists persist in re- 
jecting this demand, then the talks even- 
tually must break down. That would 
mean war on a bigger, more terrifying 
scale than yet has been seen in Korea, 
with the possibility a general war might 
result. 

There is evidence the Communists—and 
the Russians in particular—do not want 
this to happen, and for that reason there is 
still hope, however dim it may be, that the 
Communists again will bow to our de- 
mands after the customary haggling and 
delay. 


What some fear—and Gen. Matthew 


Ridgway’s comments in the current issue 
of U. S. News & World Report indicate 
he shares that fear—is that the Commu- 
nists are simply using the truce talks to 
build up their forces for a new offensive. 
Gen. Ridgway declared the Communists 


have not yet produced any “concrete evi- 
ence of honest, peaceful intentions.” 

United Nations forces now are firmly 
entrenched along a battle line extending 
from just south of the parallel in the west 
to as much as 30 to 35 miles north of it in 
the center and east. Our commanders are 
confident the Communists are unable, 
without all-out Russian assistance, to 
mount an offensive that could drive us 
from these positions. They intend to hold 
on to those positions as protection against 
possible Communist trickery. 

But we ought not to forget it was a 
Communist, and a Russian, who suggested 
the cease-fire in the first place. And the 
enemy four times now has acceded to UN 
demands. Although no one of these con- 
cessions involved a fundamental issue, they 
were concessions nevertheless. So long as 
the talks continue there is at least hope a 
cease-fire may be achieved. — 

Gen. Ridgway is handling the situation 
with patience and firmness, ever on the 
lookout for deception. That is the only 
way to deal with Communists. 


Harry Hervey—Distinguished Georgia Author 


Georgia and the country have lost a 
noted author in the death on Sunday of 
Harry Hervey, Savannah novelist and film 
writer. 

Mr. Hervey’s highly successful career 
in Hollywood, where he authored such box 
office hits as Shanghai Express, was termi- 
nated when he developed cancer several 
years ago. He then returned to Savannah 
to write his most popular book, “The 
Damned Don’t Crv.” It was followed by 
“School for Eternity” and “Barracoon.” 


As a sufferer from cancer, Mr. Hervey 
was in pain most of the time. Several 
months before his death he wrote a mov- 
ing account of his experiences with the 
disease which was published first in the 
Savannah Morning News and reprinted in 
The Atlanta Constitution. In it he empha- 
sized that chances of cure depend on de- 
tecting cancer in its early stages. Ironi- 
cally, he was optimistic about his own case. 

Mr. Hervey’s untimely death removes 
from the scene a distinguished Georgian. 


The Reserve Clause and the Crackers 


There is no indication as yet what will 
be the outcome of the recently-concluded 
congressional investigation of organized 
baseball. 


Some assert that the socalled reserve 
clause in the players’ contracts is nothing 
more than accepted peonage, while others 
point out the disrupted provision certainly 
has benefits for the game as a whole and 
for the public. 


In the first place, these defenders argue, 
the reserve clause—which bestows sole 
and continuing rights to a player’s services 
to the ball club— prevents wealthy teams

Then too, they say, it 
lends incentive to the players to do their 
best lest they be sold down the river to 
another team or perhaps even to one in a 
lower, bracket. 

All that is well and good. Baseball 
fans in Atlanta are not particularly dis- 
turbed one way or another and are willing 
to leave action up to Congress. They only 
wish somebody would let the Crackers 
have a few outfielders, infielders and 
pitchers—with or without the reserve 
clause. 


The Real Issue Is Subsidization 


Because the wholesale cheating at West 
Point started with the football team and 
was a direct result of overemphasis of the 
game, the whole issue of subsidized ath- 
letics in our colleges and universities has 
come up for review. 

It is none too soon. Thoughtful persons 
everywhere long have been disturbed by 
the drift of college athletics. One who v-as— 
and who did something about it—was the 
late Alexander Guérry. As head of the Uni- 
versity of the South at Sewanee, Mr. Guer- 
ry in 1946 abolished big-time football. 
Sewanee’s entire athletic budget is about 
$40,000 a year and the university makes up 
any deficit left after gate receipts are 
counted. There are no football scholarships 
and no aid of any kind for athletes. 

We commend to our readers the late Mr. 
Guerry’s views on subsidized athletics 
printed on the — page. He deftly de- 
molishes, one by one, all the popular argu- 
ments for subsidizing players. 

It all boils down to the simple fact that 
college football ought to be, but in most 
colleges and universities is not, a sport. It 
is instead a job. Those who argue that foot- 
ball players must work long and hard and 


therefore deserve compensation are admit- 
ting that football is merely a job and that 
the sport of the game has been lost. 

“When one puts playing an athletic 
sport in the same category as waiting on 
the table or serving as a laboratory assist- 
ant or working in the college store,” said 
Mr. Guerry, “he changes the whole concept 
of the athletic sports, of a game that men 
pay for the fun of it. The athletic game 

ecomes a professional vocation even in 
college. The fact that college authorities 
and college coaches have made the game 
such a burden to the players, have ex- 
pected and exacted of them so many more 
hours than students can and should spend 
upon a sport or -any activity other than 
studies, is to the discredit of our colleges 
and universities. Under the pressure of 
winning and under the license of subsidiz- 
ing, they have turned a sport not simply 
into work, but into drudgery.” 

Those wise words, spoken nearly three 
years ago, reflect the growing sentiment of 
an increasing number of persons inside and 
outside the colleges and universities. It is 


an attitude helped along by the West Point 
affair.

_A Simple Case 
Of an Overplay 


WASHINGTON—On close examination it will 
be apparent to any trained politico that the 
latest White House press conference discussion 

of Gen. Dwight Eisenhower’s availability as a presidential] candi- 
date is meaningless at most. 


Except for the fact that anything the President says is news- 
worthy, the whole incident has little, if any, significance and 
probably was much overplayed by the newspapermen covering 
the conference. 


Probing for a bit of political news, as is customary at such 
meetings with the President, one of the reporters sought to feel 
Mr. Truman out on the projected Eisenhower candidacy by ask- 
ing if he felt the same way about the general as he did in 1945. 
He made it clear he was referring to a statement in the Eisen- 
hower memoirs that Mr. Truman had offered to support him for 
the presidency in 1948, an offer which the general déclinéd. 


The President’s ultimate reply was that he still thought as 
much of General Eisenhower as he ever did, but did not think 
he was a candidate for the Democratic nomination. As for the 
general being a candidate for the Republican prize, Mr. Truman 
good naturedly reminded his interrogators that he was not in a 
position to help him very much on that score, being a Democrat. 
Besides, he frankly admitted with something of a twinkle in his 
eye, his first choice for the GOP nomination was Mr. Republican 
himself, a title often given to Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. 


ry His choice of Taft was probably on the theory 
Easy Mark that the Ohio senator would be the easiest can- 
didate for the Democrats to defeat. ‘Because of his vulnerable 
position on foreign policy, many Democrats feel the same way 
about Taft. 


Various interpretations are being placed on the Truman re- 
marks about Eisenhower. Some observers have tried to read into 
his statement a meaning that he was frowning on any suggestion 
that the general be considered for the Democratic némination. 


If that interpretation is accepted, it would in turn mean one of 
two other things: Either that the President intended to seek a 
third term, or that he had in mind asking the Democratic na- 
tional convention next year to name someone else of his choice, 
probably Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson, a close crony of the 
President’s. 

But it is to be noted that all the President said, in fact, was 
he did not think General Eisenhower was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination. The truth of this should be obvious to 
anyone. The general has shown no evidence of being a candidate 
for anything. Leaders of both major parties have been talking 
about him as a presidential possibility, but so far as is known no 
word of encouragement has come frdm General Ike.

The Bracket Plan 
Is On the Way 


We predict that the first modification to be 

made in Georgia’s salés tax law will be the estab- 

vA =m ddishment of a bracket systém. There has béén 

much discussion recently of an attempt to eliminate the tax on 

capital investments of industrial plants. There have been one 

or two movements launched in recent weeks to exempt food and 

medicine. But it would be our guess that the first change the 

Legislature will make in the law will be setting up a bracket 
system. 

We can’t help but believe that the General Assembly wanted 
a bracket system when it passed. the law early this year. Rather 
than continue a long battle over brackets and exemptions, how- 
ever, the solons simply authorized the state revenue commissioner 
to set up a bracket system. 

Commissioner Charlie Redwine took a look at the law requir- 
ing him to collect 3 per cent of the revenue taken in by the mer- 
chants, however, and decided he didn’t have the right to réquire 
the merchants to pay the tax on all purchases and then force 
them to exempt purchases up to 14 or 25 cents. So he just left 
the matter of brackets up to the individual merchant. 


: The law itself was confusing. One provision au- 
Confusing *yorized the commissioner to set up a bracket 
system. Another provision forbade a inerchant from absorbing 
the tax. Thus the legality of any bracket system was questionable. 

The result was that retail associations throughout.the state 
acted as a group to set up voluntary brackets. They adopted 
brackets which the Legislature had in mind, too. They would not 
collect any tax on purchases under 14 cents. Purchases costing 
between 15 and 37 cents would be taxed at a penny. Thus if you 
bought something for 15 cents, your tax would be greater than the 
3 per cent levied by the state—while if you bought something 
for 13 cents, you wouldn’t have to pay the state tax. This was 
supposed to balance off books for the merchants, who were ab- 
sorbing the tax on the lower priced goods. 

Some merchants didn’t go for this bracket figure, however. 
Some charged a cent tax on a 5-cent purchase. That’s much 
greater than a 3 per cent tax—yet, you can’t break a penny with- 


out the use of tokens, 

4 Into this mess stepped the Federal price-fixing 
OPS Ruling agency. A few days ago, the OPS issued orders 
that Georgia merchants would have to follow a bracket system 
which would exempt from the Georgia tax all purchases costing 
less than 17 cents. That’s a 6 per cent tax on a 17-cent purchase, 
but it levels off rapidly. 

About the time Georgia consumers were anticipating a little 
tax saving, Senator George, tax authority in Congress, declared 
that the Federal price-fixing agency has no authority to regulate 
the collection of state sales taxes or set up brackets. What will 
come of this, no one knows at this time. But it is our prediction 
that the Legislature next January will complete the plan it had in 
mind this year—that is, adopt a bracket system. 

Whether the OPS was legally right in trying to set a bracket 
system for the sales tax is not known, but this price-regulating 
body obviously is within its rights to force chiseling merchants to 
give the benefit of Georgia’s reduction on “emergency taxes.” 

When the taxes were increased in 1949, merchants hiked the 
price of gasoline, cigarettes, beer and wine to at least take care 
of the tax. When the taxes expired this July, many merchants 
refused to eliminate the charge. : 

The revenue commissioner notified the people the tax was 
off and that any merchant not lowering the cost was, on his own, 
increasing his price. A merchant can’t increase his price without 
OPS authority. So the OPS has stepped in with orders that this 
tax saving must be passed on to Georgia consumers. The OPS 
is popular with consumers today.

WASHINGTON—As a former full-time newspaperwoman, I may be less objec- 

tive than I should be about the Oatis case—the imprisonment of William N. Oatis, 

the Associated Press correspondent in Prague, whom the Communists of Czechoslovakia have jailed 
under false charges of spying. But I don’t think so. More than a newspaper reporter is involved 


in this matter. 
the free position of the United States is involved. 
Mr. Oatis was jailed only for doing his job— 
legitimate news reporting. He was not spy- 
ing—unless reporting the truth is spying. Of 
course, in the Communist countries telling the 
truth has become a crime. And that was the 
crime of William Oatis. 


It is even more than that. , Actually, the 
Czech Communists just wanted to make an ex- 
ample of some American to show the rest of the 
world how they could kick the United States 
and its citizens around and get away with it. 


The objective is clear—to ridicule the 
United States through pushing around one of 
its citizens on charges that the Czech Com- 
munists knew the rest of the world wouldn't 
believe. They didn’t want the rest of the 
world to believe the charges, because the 
more obvious the mockery of the charges the 
more emphatic the slapping that the Red 
Czechs were giving to the United States. 


The Czech Reds, in trampling and reviling 
the rights of an individual American, have in- 
sulted and defied the United States and every 
citizen of our country. They haven’t hit just 
William Oatis. They have hit you. 

The first step of our country was to make 
diplomatic complaints. To the Czech Reds this 
was only a sign of weakness. They slapped us 
in the face again and rebuffed our complaints 
with a derisive snarl. Then Congress started 
speaking up through its members and in the con- 
sideration of resolutions of condemnation. 

That is fine. But words are not enough. 
They roll off the Communists like water off the 
back of a duck. Action is vita] here. The Com- 
munists have no capacity for reason or discus- 
sion. They have no respect for human dignity. 
They respect only action that hurts them either 
economically or physically. 

For a muchly maligned State Department, it 
must be said that it has taken some effective 
action after its diplomatic words and the words 
of Congress have failed to make the Red Czechs 
realize that they are not going to get away with 
this without retaliatory action.

‘We Ain’t Seen Nothing!’ 


Hollywood is observing the 25th anniversary 
of the talkies, and old-timers in the movie in- 
dustry are recalling that historic night in August, 
1926, when the theatergoers were first flabber- 
gasted by the sound of music and voices bouncing 
off the screen. The event took place at the old 
Warner Theater in New York, and the entertain- 
ment world has never been the same since. The 
voice of the movies often sounded like a bad 
case of laryngitis in those early days, but it spoke 
with authority to many a rival and what it 
seemed to say, in the vernacular of the times, 
was a loud “skiddoo.” 


The talkies hit Minneapolis late in the fabu- 
lous ’20s at the State Theater and soon began to 
raise hob with the so-called “live” theater.”

Vaudeville also was in 
its heyday, and the jugglers, dog acts and dance 
teams earned a lush living at four or five houses, 
including the Hennepin Orpheum, Pantages, Sev- 
enth Street and Palace theaters.

The stock company folded, the Metro- 
politan was torn down, and one by one the va- 
riety houses capitulated to the new menace, the 
cinema that talked.

Football Is a Sport—Not a Job P 


Editor’s Note: West Point’s cheating scandal had its origin in the football team. That fact 
is causing colleges and universities over the country to re-examine their own overemphasis on 
winning football team. In 1946 the late Alexander Guerry, grown weary of subsidized ath- 
etics and fearful of its long-term consequences, withdrew the University of the South at Se- 
wanee, Tenn., from big-time football. Instead of emphasizing a winning team, Mr. Guerry 
stressed, as Sewanee does today, football for fun. There is no athletic aid in any form. The 
following excerpts from an address on subsidized athletics by Mr. Guerry at Knoxville in the 
fall of 1948 are especially applicable in light of the revelations at West Point.

Undoubtedly many colleges and universities in the South and in the whole country make their 
students and the public fee] that one of the institution’s most important objectives is to have a 
winning football team, even though the football team is made up of players secured by compensa- 
tion for their athletic ability. : 


For years, colleges and universities in the 
South subsidized athletics or permitted the sub- 
sidizing of athletes or knew that athletes were 
subsidized and yet perjured themselves by the 
sworr statement, that to their knowledge, their 
players were not receiving aid directly or indi- 
rectly for participation in athletics. And young 


men perjured themselves with the knowledge and 
consent of their college presidents, teachers, and 
coaches. This was a destruction by the colleges 
and universities not only of a sense of values, 
but of & sense of integrity. 


Then came open legalized subsidization with 
limitations upon the amount of aid an athlete was 
to receive directly or indirectly for participating 
in athletics, and colleges and universities bounc 
themselves to observe the limits of scholarship 
and financial] assistance. It is the general belief 
and certain presidents and coaches have stated 
that it is their belief that there were many in- 
stances in which the stipulated limit of aid was 
disregarded. This was the destroying, not only 
of a sense of values, but a sense of honor in col- 
lege and university life. 


From my own experience as a college presi- 
dent and from many conversations with presi- 
dents and coaches, I know that all players on a 
team are subsidized if any are subsidized. All 
informed people know that. In other words, there 
is no such thing as partial subsidization. Subsidi- 
zation is or becomes complete if there is sub- 
Sidization at all. As a consequence, only those 
play football, for example, who are: subsidized 
to play ball. And a boy does not go out for foot- 
ball, with very rare exceptions, unless he is sub- 
sidized to play. 


This means that the college or university 
is maintaining an intercollegiate sport all par- 
ticipants in which are paid to participate. This 
means that the college or university has de- 
stroyed the idea of an athletic sport for the 
sake of the sport, for the fun of the game, for 
the value of the game. This means that the 
colleges and universities have destroyed and are 
destroying amateur athletics, the playing of a 
sport without remuneration because the game 
is fun and recreation and an experience that is 
of real value as well as much fun. 


There are apparently three reasons for sub- 
sidized football, and the extreme emphasis upon 
a winning subsidized team with competitive 
bidding for athletic talent. In the first place, 
colleges and universities maintain subsidized ath- 
letics because of the heavy gate receipts, the 
large net profit. This large profit an institution 
uses for carrying on its whole intercollegiate and 
intramural program and often for buildings. But 
money for such purposes should come from en- 
dowment or from general income or from taxes 
and not from subsidized intercollegiate sports. A 
college is not a professional organization or big 
business, and if it is either for the sake of money 
profits, the institution and its students will lose 
far more than they will ever gain. 

Neither is it the function of a college or uni- 
versity to provide entertainment to the public, 
especially on a commercial basis, and to its own 
harm. 

In the second place, colleges and universi- 
ties have subsidized football because of the in- 
sistence of their alumni for big time winning 
football teams. It would be infinitely better for 
an institution of learning if these alumni were 
deeply concerned over the quality of faculty and 
instruction, the library and laboratories and those 
other things that go into the fundamental struc- 
ture of a genuine educational institution. For 
the sake of a winning subsidized team, the col- 
lege or university really yields to a minority of 
alumni who are a barrier to the finer develop- 
ment of the institution and its chance to be a 
door of opportunity to its students. ‘ 

Third, colleges and universities maintain a 
subsidized athletic program because they and 
many of their alumni believe that subsidized 
winning teams enhance the prestige of the insti- 


pression; notwithstanding the fact that the play- 
ers were secured through subsidies and that the 
team is not actually representative of the normal 
college student body and the excellence and 
worth of an institution of higher learning. 


Any college or university that seeks or is will- 
ing to build its prestige or its claim to greatness 
on subsidized athietics is following a snare and a

delusion. True merit, greatness, and the genuine 
prestige of an institution of higher learning are 
not that simple or easy; 


One hears continually the argument that foot- 
ball players should be subsidized because foot- 
ball consumes a great deal of time and is a lot 
of hard work, and because students in college 
receive remuneration for all kinds of jobs. The 
answer to that argument is that football is a 
game, not a job; it’s a sport, not a work position. 
When one puts playing an athletic sport in the 
same category as waiting on the table or serving 
as a laboratory assistant or working in the col- 
lege store, he changes the. whole concept of ath- 
letic sports, of a game that men play for the fun 
of it. The athletic game becomes a professional 
vocation even in college. The fact that college 
authorities and college coaches have made the 
game such a burden to the players, have expected 
and exacted of them so many more hours than 
students can and should spend upon a sport or 
any activity other than studies, is to the discredit 
of our colleges and universities. Under the pres- 
sure of winning and under the license of subsi- 
dizing, they have turned a sport not simply into 
work, but into drudgery. 


In this whole matter of justification of sub- 


' sidization on the basis of providing necessary fi- 


nancial assistance to students and in the whole 
matter of student aid, a very fundamental prin- 
ciple is involved. ‘If institutions of learning are 
to aid young men and women who need assist- 
ance—and they should—aid should be awarded 
on the basis of need and the character, ability, 
and record of the student, not on the basis of 
some special talent which the college can ex- 
ploit for its own financial gain or for a supposed 
prestige or for the sake of gratifying the wishes 
of some of its alumni or a public interested pri- 
marily in a spectacle and in entertainment and 
neither in the merit of an educational institution 
nor in the advantages it offers to its students. 


In spite of all the stadiums and crowds, in 
spite of all the fascinating spectacle, in spite of 
all the grandeur and the glory, all. of which will 
last and increase for a while, subsidized inter- 
collegiate athletics and, in particular, subsidized 
football, will blow up suddenly'or will run its 
course.

The United States Army has decided to do 
something about the extermination of red bugs. 

At a time when we are thinking im terms 
of an atomic bomb which might destroy the larg- 
est city in this country, it seems a little ironical 
to be worried about an enemy apparently so in- 
significant as the chigger. 

But anyone who has ever been attached by 
these little insects will agree he presents a prob- 
lem far more important than that of the “cootie” 
in World War I. 

Georgia Public Health Biologist Paul Ramsey 
‘Said two chemicals have been developed that 
might help get the chigger-weary out-of-door 
man back out of his living room. 

One of the new aids, if spread in sufficient 
quantities on lawns and gardens, will do away 
with man’s best friend’s worst enemy.

It is supposed to handle 
better, wet or dry, and kick “dry” on a wet field because it does 
not become HeaVier or swell. Most footballs enlarge at the 
middle after prolonged use and become difficult to pass or kick. 


Commissioner Bernie Moore of the Southeastern Conference 
advised Tech’s Bobby Dodd that the ball is “official by agree- 
ment,” i. e., it may be used in conference games if both coaches 
agree upon it. Tech tried it in Spring practice and liked it. 
Alabama has used the ball for the past two years. Georgia is 
contemplating its use.

TIME TO LOOK AT PICTURE BOOKS

Eating our way through the Smokies proved to be unusual in 
the strict sense of the word. Most of the food was very poor but 
now and then a stroke of luck led us to some excellent dishes... 
not meals for we never had a completely good meal. 


| FIRST ABOUT THE GOOD FOOD. These are the things we 
thought were excellent and perhaps as interesting to you as they 
were to me. Pick the ones that sound best and give them a try. 


How ABOUT NAVY BEAN SOUP? We liked the thick pureed 
soup made from a combination of dried navy beans and kidney 
beans served very hot with a wedge of lemon or dash of vinegar if 
you prefer. Scrambled eggs looked and tasted mighty good for 
breakfast when served with chilled tomato slices on a lettuce leaf. 
For dinner the big bowls of hot buttered canned pears or canned 
peaches were a most unusual meat accompaniment. A Swiss 
steak dinner arrived one night ringed with a combination of but- 
tered green beans mixed with navy beans. Salads were very 
tempting in two places when served with quantities of dressing. One 
fruit salad was served with a whipped cream dressing made from 
equal parts of cooked dressing and stiffly beaten whipped cream. 
A mixed vegetable salad was topped with a Roquefort dressing 
made by crumbling the cheese in a thousand island dressing. 
Biscuits came in all shapes and sizes and we are not sure whether 
to vote for the little feather-light circles made with buttermilk or 
whether those sweet milk or beaten kinds should have our prefer- 
ences. Anyway it seemed to make little difference when they were 
covered with strawberry preserves or mountain honey. Three des- 
serts were real standouts, one, an old-fashioned spice cake filled 
with plump raisins, baked in three layers and put together with 
lemon butter frosting. Another was a nutmeg seasoned hot apple 
pie made two inches thick and served warm with a spoonful, 
not a dipper, of vanilla ice cream. Then there was the chilled plate 
of yellow cantaloupe slices toped with cool green lime sherbet. 


THAT’S THE END OF THE GOOD FOOD. It adds up to mighty 
little in comparison to the total meals. Every year we make a sol- 
emn vow that come next vacation we are going to pack enough food 
to last all the time we are away. (It won’t be hard to do for we 
gathered some hints from five lads we met who were walking the 
Appalachian Trail). We simply are NOT going to eat the horrible 
messes served in the so-called swank places as well as the roadside 
stands. 


ODDLY ENOUGH, MOST OF THESE RESTAURANTS BUY 
fairly good grades and brands of food. Due:to_improper storage, 
lack of correct cooking, and poor equipment, not-to mention no 
knowledge of how to serve food, it all turns out appetite-repelling. 
Perhaps traveling and eating out has a good side to it for many hus- 
bands must certainly come home thankful for the good meals pre- 
pared in a clean kitchen by a woman who for years has been trying 
to tell him what a good cook she is. 


PLENTY OF COMMENTS WERE MADE about a book:we took 
along to read, “Good Food for Bad Stomachs” by Sara M. Jordan, 
M. D. and Sheila Hibben (Doubleday & Co. $2.95). (With no ef- 
fort, we could write very well on “Bad Food for Good Stomachs’”’). 
The book is a collaboration of a prominent gastroenterologist and 
a widely known cooking authority. It should make happier living 
for those troubled with ulcers, colitis, gall bladder difficulties 
and nervous indigestion. The theme of the book is that eating 
should be as much of a pleasure to those suffering with digestive 
disorders as to the rest of us. Over 500 recipes are included for 
those whose medical advice has been largely of a negative nature 
“Don’t eat this and don’t eat that.”

friend, the men who sell them 
Say. 

Inflation has hit the price of 
bread and butter, but the cost 
of diamonds has not gone up a 
cent, Miss Gil Ciraldo of the 
Harry Winston Diamond Com- 
pany Says. 

“Our diamond prices are 
holding the line,” she said. “The 
two-point, baby diamond, is still 
$75 and the Hope diamond is 
still only $1,500,000. The same 
as last vear.” 

The Hope diamond, in its own 
plush ‘show case, is the most 
expensive diamond around, she 
added, and also the bluest. It 
is on display at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, where the 
American Jewelers Association 
is holding its 46th annual con- 
vention, 

“It looks black, but actually 
it’s midnight blue,” Miss Ciraldo 
says, pointing at the large stone. 
“We had it for sale last year, 
too. I guess with the cost of 
living and all, not many people 
can afford it.” 

Other jewels in the show are 
not as steady in price as the 
diamond, however. 

Rare colored stones are up 
20-30 per cent, jeweler S. R. 
Winetraub said, fingering a 
rare topaz worth $1,500. 

“The price rise doesn’t bother 
our sales at all,” he said. “We 
always have a bigger market 
than we can sell to. We never 
keep our stones long, we can’t 
get enough of them, and it’s all 
the fault of the Maharajas of 
India. 

“The Maharajas 
enough gems, they are always 
after more for their hoards, 
and very seldom release any for 
the open market either.

Would You Flunk Reading Test? 


Did you cover “Gone With the 
Wind” in five hours? 

Can you take in McGill, 
Tarver and Aikman and The 
Constitution’s editorial page in 
15 minutes and remember what 
you read? 


If not, you read too slowly! 

Fifty-two college students, 
business people and _ faculty 
members bravely offered them- 
guinea pigs for a 
reading-alacrity test this Sum- 
mer at the Atlanta division of 
the University of Georgia. Dr. 
John A. Broxson, director of the 
college’s psychological clinic, 
conducted the test. 

Half of the class flunked the 
first exam. They couldn’t read 
and comprehend 180 words per 
minute, a Harvard § reading 
film showed. 

Six weeks and six lessons 
later, they were racing through 
350 wpm, or reading at col- 
lege level. 

Three of the class conquered 
500 words per 60 seconds. 

Why all the commotion about 
speedy reading? 

A poll of Atlanta division 
students showed slow reading 
was their biggest problem. 

“We began testing and dis- 
covered most students were 
reading at elementary or Junior 
high level,” Dr. Broxson says. 
“I expect the same is true of 


most business people.” 

His suggestions for 
reading are: 

1, Start with two good eyes, 
corrected with glasses if neces- 
sary. 

2. Ignore all words except 
the subject, predicate and ob- 
ject. Skip conjunctions, prepo- 
sitions and articles. 

Adjectives and adverbs give 
fullness, but are not necéssary 
to the sense, Dr. Broxson says. 

3. Hold yourself to strict ac- 
countability for what you read. 
When you finish a newspaper

story, go back immediately and 
ask yourself what you read. 
4.No body motion, 
munching. No _ rocking. 
moving the lips forces 
focusing the eyes. 
“Please,” begs the 
“don’t read out loud.” 


Vocal reading is exactly twice 
as slow as mental reading. 
Grade school teachers making 
students read aloud is partially 
responsible for Atlanta’s slow- 
reading adults, he surmises.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Aug. 
13—The United States, for over a 
generation the world’s leading ex- 
porter of automobiles, has dropped 
to second place, with Britain ship- 
ping more than double the Ameri- 
can exports for 1950, according to 
the Yearbook of International 
Trade Statistics issued Monday. 

Britain’s 1950 exports of vehicles 
accounted for more than half the 


Net} world total trade in that com- 
1|modity, 


the Yearbook’s tables 
showed. American total produc- 
tion, nevertheless, was still well 
in the lead. 


The yearbook, prepared by the 
statistical office of the United Na- 
tions, set forth the latest shifts 


-\in world trade currents. 


During 1950 Britain exported 
540,000 cars, trucks and busses, 
the total world volume of known 
exports being slightly under 1,000,- 
000. This was the first year that 
world shipments of vehicles neared 
the million mark since 1947, when 
the United States led by a wide 
margin. 

The United States export of ve- 
hicles that year was 550,000. The 
ratio was about the same in the 
prewar period as shown by fig- 
ures for 1938. The world total 
then was about 500,000, with the 
United States accounting for 275,- 
000, Britain shipping 80,000 and 
France 35,000. 

Last year the United States 
shipped out only 260,000—less 
than half the comparable British 
figure—and France shipped 130,- 
000. However, according to the 
American Automobile Manufac- 
turer’s Association, total vehicle 
sales in the United States during 
that year were 8,000,000.

Now Only at Polls

Shut-ins—home or bedridden in- 
valids—are disfranchised under 
Georgia law. But they may not | 


be for long. 

There is no law prohibiting 
shut-ins from voting, but there is | 
at the same time no law enabling | 


them to vote. | 

However, Rep. Luther Alverson 
of Fulton County said Monday he) 
is studying the possibility of in- 
troducing legislatiqn to make vot- 
ing possible for invalids. 


QUERY OPENS CASE 


The matter bobbed up Monday 
when an Atlanta resident called 
Democratic Committee officials to 
ask if his mother-in-law, a bed- 
ridden invalid, would be able to 
vote in the city’s Sept. 12 primary. 

H. T. Chambers, secretary of the 
Atlanta Democratic Executive 
Committee, investigated and found 
that an invalid could legally vote 
only by going to a polling place. 
There he would have to have his 
ballot certified by two witnesses. 

Howard Mashburn, county 
registrar, said that in the past 
absentee ballots have been sent 
to shut-ins here. 


ILLEGAL BALLOT 


But both City Attorney Jack 
‘Savage and an official of the state 
legal department said the absen- 
tee ballot could not be used legally 
for voting invalids. 

Savage cited a 1942 city code 
section which prohibits absertee 
ballots from being used by anyone | 
except persons who will be out of | 
the voting territory for business 
or other reasons during the elec- 
tion. ; 

Under state law, no ballot other 
than an absentee ballot may be 
removed from a polling place for 
marking. 


LEGISLATION PROPOSED 
Howard Monroe, assistant secre- 


tary ef the City Democratic Com-|)" 
mittee, suggested that legislation| | 


be passed allowing shut-ins to ob- 
tain ballots by entering requests 
accompanied by doctors’ certifi- 
cates. 

Rep. Alverson said that trans- 

portation has been provided to the 
polls for some invalids in the past. 
But he agreed that many either 
could not obtain transportation or 
were unable to be moved at all. 
‘ He added that “‘shut-ins are 
among our best and most inter- 
ested voters.” He said invalids 
have the time to acquaint them- 
selves with political issues and 
candidates by reading and listen- 
ing to the radio.
